The loss by waters percolating down- 
ward through tho soil will also be less- 
ened because the greater part of such 
waters will cot have passed, through 
these ridges of manure and rich vege- 
table mold.

Tbe former is tho source of muriate of 
potash, and tbclatterof sulphate of pot- 
ash, which is used in fertilizers. The 
former costs luss than the latter and is 
less valuable as a fertilizer because the 
chlorine which it contains is detrimental 
to the growth and quality of some crops. 
As an example potatoes and tobacco 
grown with fertilizers containing muri- 
ate of potash are not of as good quality 
as when grown with fertilizers contain- 
ing potash as sulphate. 


There is no practical difference in the 


quickness of availability of the two 
forms, both being soluble in water and 
in o condition to be immediately taken 
up by plants. 
For field crops such as corn, wheat, 


grass, clovers, etc., the muriate is cheap- 
er and just as' good. For garden crops, 
tobacco, potatoes, etc., the sulphate 
should be used.

Different brands contain potash in dif- 


ferent forms for this reason—some aro 
intended for one purpose where chlorine 
does no harm, others for purposes whero 
it is harmful.
